Francis E. Burke, Deputy State 
Administrator of the U. S. Treas- 
ury Department, presented the 
Minute Man flag to Edward Dane, 
president of Earnshaw, at cere- 
monies held recently in Newton. 
In making the award, Mr. Burke 
said, "Here is a large textile or- 
ganization, without an opportuni- 
ty to share high munitions plant 
wages, who nevertheless has unan- 
imously illustrated high type citi- 
zenship of a rare quality." 

Mr. Dane, in accepting the flag, 
thanked the Earnshaw employees 
for their marvelous display of pa- 
triotism. 

The pledge on the part of 100 
per cent of Earnshaw’s employees 
to buy War Bonds and Stamps 
every pay day was entirely volun- 
tary.

The following true story of the 
Cocoanut Grove fire on Saturday 
evening was related to the 
GRAPHIC by a Newton Comer 
taxi driver: 

"I operate a taxi business here, 
as you probably know, and Satur- 
day night, I w’as on Piedmont st. 
when that fire started. I had taken 
a party of Newton people almost 
to the comer of the Grove when 
smoke and flames gushed from the 
place. These people had planned 
to spend an hour or so there until 
train time for a service man re- 
turning to camp. On the way in 
from Newton they'd discovered 
themselves without cigarettes and 
decided to purchase some at Lig- 
gett’s in Allston. I parked "dou- 
ble” on Commonwealth ave., wait- 
ing for the boy who’d stepped out 
to get the smokes, but only long 
enough for a very tough traffic 
cop to cross over and order me to 
"move.” I obeyed, of course, for 
as everyone knows, traffic cops 
are never wrong and in the proc- 
ess of driving around the block. 
In heavy traffic, delayed the jour- 
ney to the Cocoanut Grove about 

ten or twelve minutes just long 

enough to save the lives of my

BRAKES ON INFLATION 

The underlying principles of War Economy are based on 
Supply and Demand. 

naif our efforts arc expended directly for the war effort. 

One-half of all goods produced are taken by the Army 
and Loaso-Lend - the other half is available for civilian 
consumption. 

There has been an increase of 33 per cent in earnings 
in tne past year: meaning that there is approximately 
810,000,000 more free money in Massachusetts alone, that 
can be spent for food, clothing and household equipment. 

With only one-half the worldly goods available ior civilian 
use and one-third more money on hand to buy this reduced 
amount of goods, the ratio between supply and demand be- 
comes unbalanced, and inflation occurs. 

Inflation occurs when we have more money and less goods; 
the buying competition increases, people bid against each 
other ana the producer raises the price and sells to the 
highest bidder. 

Inflation is Dangerous 

1. It hinders war production by encouraging speculative 
hoarding of essential materials in the hope thut prices will 
rise more, and by providing a fertile ground for labor dis- 
putes as workers ask for pay increases to meet the higher 
cost of living. 

2. It leads to lack of unity among groups in the country 
as wage-earners, salaried persons, iarmers, civil servants, 
each try to put themselves into a better position as prices 
rise, often at the expdnse of other groups. 

3. It increases the cost of war because dollars won’t buy as 
much. Taxes, already burdensome, will become more so. 

4. It will make the United States weak after the war. 
The deflation which will set in when the government stops 
buying war materials will be more severe, prices will fall 
fast, people will be thrown out of work, and the United 
States will be so concerned with its domestic reconstruction 
that it will not be in a position to give world leadership. 

But Inflation Can Be Controlled 

To date, where the government has wanted to prevent 
excessive price rises, ceilings have been fixed at levels above 
which prices may not rise. In order that goods undcr price 
ceilings shall go where they will help most toward winning 
the war, the government has fixed the amounts of some 
scarce goods wnich the people or industries may have. 

Therefore, new emphasis will be placed on efforts to con- 
trol inflation by decreasing the amount of money which the 
people have to spend on the diminishing supply of non-wur 
goods. 

Some of the purchasing power in people’s pockets has al- 
ready been drained off through (1) increased taxes; (2) 
purchase of War Bonds, not with savings or borrowed 
money, but with current earnings; (3) the purchase cur- 
rently of government notes whicn may be applied against 
future income taxes, thus paying future taxes out of weekly 
or monthly income. 

To limit consumer credit the Federal Reserve Board has 
restricted installment buying. 

To limit purchasing power created by the extension of 
bank credit, the Federal Reserve Board has required 
member banks to increase the amount of money which they 
keep in the Federal Reserve Banks, thus making less money 
available for loans. 

But This Is Not Enough! 

What More Could the Government} Do ? 

It might intensify methods already used to draw off sur- 
plus purchasing power such as (1) broadening the tax 
base and increasing the rate of income taxes and (2) increas- 
ing other types such as corporation, excess profit and sales 
taxes. 

It might evolve new methods such as (1) collecting income 
taxes currently by withholding the tax at its source thru 
payroll deductions so that the tax will, be paid during that 
year rather than during the next; (2) establishing a forced 
savings plan through which people would be required to 
lend money to the government, the money to be returned 
from revenue collected after the war; (3) establishing pol- 
icies regarding wages and profits which would keep each 
from rising and thereby from contributing more purchasing 
power. 

It might take further steps to reduce credit expansion 
by such means as (1) limiting consumer credit through re- 
strictions on charge accounts; (2) requiring still larger bank 
reserves. 

To establish controls will take courage on the part of 
the Administration and the Congress which they might have 
if they were sure of understanding on the part of the people.

Book Number 2 

Ration book two will be used 
to secure goods under a new sys- 
tem known as the “Point System,’’ 
which is a program for rationing 
a group of related similar commo- 
dities that can be substituted for 
one another in actual use. Point 
rationing will not replace straight 
rationing of sugar, gasoline and 
coffee, but will be used for certain 
new rationing programs, such as 
meat rationing. Under this sys- 
tem a low point value will be given 
to a plentiful commodity, and a 
high value to one that is scarcer 
than usual. Each individual may 
“spend" his points to buy any of 
the items in the point-rationed 
group in any way he likes, but 
when he has “spent," or consumed, 
the products represented by his 
points for the month, he cannot 
buy any of these items until the 
next month (or ration period) be- 
gins. In this way a scarce produce 
will be kept from vanishing from 
the market, and at the same time 
the consumer may exercise a va- 
riety of choice in purchases.

NEWTON TAKES INVENTORY 

One year ago Dec. 7th our United States entered this 
World War. It took the bombing of Pearl Harbor to awaken 
us to the fact that we must fight to preserve this freedom 
that we love. 

Gradually our armed forces put into action plans that 
had been evolved over many years, and our industries felt 
the growing pains of expansion. Today, although the peak of 
efficiency has not been reached, our great War Machine 
has achieved admirable results. 

Let us consider for a moment what some of the organiza- 
tions and the people of Newton have accomplished in this 
time. 

THE CIVILIAN DEFENSE: 10,000 volunteers maintain 
an unbroken 24-hour vigil, always on the alert to protect us 
against disaster. Plans have been perfected to meet any 
emergency. Come what may, Newton is ready, and serves as 
an example to other communities in civilian defense. 

To THE RED CROSS has gone the responsibility of train- 
ing approximately 7500 persons in Disaster Relief. These 
trainees have received their certificates in Home Nursing, 
Nurses’ Aid and Gray Ladies, Nutrition, First Aid, Canteen 
Service and Motor Corps. 4500 volunteers sew, knit and 
make surgical dressings, 4000 workers give 40,000 hours 
each week as staff assistants. The Red Cross is ready. 

The Newton SCHOOL DEPARTMENT has gone to war! 
The National Defense Program operating in the Trade 
School since July 1940. has now trained more than 1600 
workers for war industry and 3400 more in the Watertown 
Arsenal. The U. S. Anny Signal Corps and the Boston 
Navy Yard have used our Trade School Shops for over a 
year, resulting in a 24-hour-a-day use of equipment. Thirty 
High School Clubs have redirected their aim toward the war 
effort. The Aviation Club enrollment exceeds 100. Home 
Economics Club is majoring in quantity cooking, the Math 
Club has 30 hoys studying navigation after school. A "Com- 
mando Run” was constructed by the Carpentry Shop ac- 
cording to Army specifications. Participation in the Physical 
Education Program is compulsory to all Seniors. Although 
the pro-flight training classes employ the latest text- 
books they have also constructed a wind-tunnel and a large 
scale model airplane, showing structure, stresses and 
principles of operation and flight. 

Our NEWTON HOSPITAL is the major evacuation center 
for casualty reception. Their black-out time is 40 seconds; 
0 interns. 6 of the best surgeons and 18 nurses with emerg- 
ency supplies always stand ready for disaster. Their Blood 
Bank is the finest, with technic refined to the ooint of no 
loss and no waste. 1000 units are wanted to be used for 
their own patients, for community casualties and to assist 
Rod Cross. 

The PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT spreads a pro- 
tective wing over our health. Drinking water is examined 
daily from 10 different places in the city. Inspection and su- 
pervision of all our eating places and foods make Newton 
a safer place to live in. Full cooperation with Red Cross, 
Safety Committee, Schools and Council is assured. 

The Y. M. C. A. is a friendly place for the entertainment 
of the men in the Armed Forces. It serves as a 24-hour 
headquarters for Canteen Sendee. 

The SOCIAL AGENCIES undertake the rehabilitation of 
men rejected by the Army and face the problems arising 
in homes disrupted because of war emergencies. 

Our NEIGHBORHOOD HOUSES promote social and edu- 
cational programs in their neighborhood. 

The Newton COMMUNITY COUNCIL acts as a. coordi- 
nating agent and through its many divisions studies and rec- 
ommends action for the good of the City on matters pertain- 
ing to health, welfare, relief and soldiers’ recreation, educa- 
tion and character building. 

The NEWTON LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS endeav- 
ors to spread the gospel of cooperation through under- 
standing the war program of Taxation, Rationing, Price 
Control, Manpower and International Relations. 

These organizations, and many others, have not let up one 
iota in the performance of their regular duties. They fit 
into the pattern of war like the parts of a puzzle, each 
onie doing the job it is best fitted for. There has 
been a willingness to cooperate that speaks well for 
the future of Newton. 

What about INDIVIDUALS -the ordinary citizen? He 
or she contributes to the War Funds, volunteers for 
service, buys Bonds as attested by the estimate of 
85,000,000.00 in E Bonds purchased in Newton, digs 
up scrap metal, saves rubber and gas and tries to 
understand Rationing and Conservation. About 70 per cent 
do this to a moderate degree — 30 per cent do nothing 
io help. 

Our Government has an economic program aimed at 
winning this war, based on taxation to help finance the 
war, Rationing for the widest possible distribution of 
goods and to prevent hoarding, and Price Control to pre- 
vent inilation. Without 100 per cent cooperation of the In- 
dividual this program will fail. Every man, woman and 
child must do more! 

We must not fail.

Writes Tribute 
To Uncle Sam 


The following tribute to Uncle 
Sam, reprinted from the Boston 
Post of Nov. 11th was written by 
Abraham C. Webber, former Dis- 
trict Attorney of Suffolk County. 
Mr Webber who is a Newton res- 
ident, was formerly chairman of 
the Public Utilities Commission 
and a member of Mass. Board of 
Tax Appeals. He is the author of 
“Principles of Public Utilities Reg- 
ulations.” Because of the wide- 
spread favorable comment that 
the article received, it is reprinted 
here. 

"No matter how we may figure 
it, we receive far more in our 
daily lives than we give to the 
State. 

"In these days of global conflict 
we look to our government for 
protection from the enemies of 
mankind. Our health is guarded 
from the spread of disease; from 
the adulteration of food. In many 
ways our safety is watched over, 
when we travel, and when we are 
at home. 

"The greed and avarice of the 
profiteer is curbed, and the supply 
of the necessities of life is made to 
move to us without interruption. 

“Government is always on the 
alert that our possessions shall 
not be taken from us by violence 
and by fraud. It establishes pub- 
lic institutions to whom we can 
safely entrust our savings until 
we need them. We are insured 
! against industrial accidents. We 
are insured against the horror of 
poverty in times of unemploy- 
ment; and by pension to ease the 
heart -rendering anxieties of old 
age. 

No Cause to Grumble 

"Taxes alone, however burden- 
some to some of us for the mom- 
ent, are but a small token of ap- 
preciation. Our country has a 
call on all we have— even life it- 
self. Without the shielding hand 
of government, opportunity to 
; make, and to hold, the fruits of 
our labors, come to naught, and 
the enjoyment of the many lux- 
uries and comforts and con- 
veniences. and the opportunity to 
do good, that money may bring, 
would hardly be possible. 

"Education, full freedom of pub- 
lic expression and thought, and of 
religious worship, labor’s right 
to organize, are further treasures 
to a nobler and happier existence 
for everyone, and the means to 
our full self-development. 

"The possession of these treas- 
ured privileges should be appre- 
ciated by the mere thought of 
their denial in other lands In the 
multiplicity of laws, in the num- 
erous restraints not to do as we 
please, let us see only a larger 
freedom for the greatest number. 
More law may mean more liberty 
for all, rather than for a few. 

“We are true debtors to the 
State and nation, whatever cen- 
sure we may from time to time 
find it advisable to voice. In spite 
of all, let us be truly thankful. 
We have no cause to grumble. Let 
us constantly remind ourselves of 
what we owe, and not what the 
government owes us, that it may 
give birth to and foster a manly 
sense of duty. Year after year, 
let us renew our fervent faith in, 
and unshaken loyalty to our glor- 
ious democratic institutions.”

Tons of Coal 


BETTER II05IE INSULATION 
IS VITAL PART OF 
WAR EFFORT 

i There is one sure way in which’ 
every home-owning family can 
j contribute to the winning of the 
war, and this is in fortifying the 
, home against fuel waste by means 
! of insulation, storm doors and 
j windows, and weatherstripping, 
Northeastern Homes Foundation 
j joints out. The Foundation calls 
I attention to the availability of 
FHA-plan loans for fuel conserva- 
tion purposes, and to the fact that 
such loans have been exempted 
from the Federal Reserve 
Board’s consumer credit regula- 
tions and may run for as long as 
three years. 

"There have been so many re- 
ports on restrictions of home 
building and on control of lum- 
ber for war needs that many 
people have come to believe that 
the simplest kind of building, as 
in maintenance and improvement 
of existing homes, is out for the 
duration or is in some way unpa- 
triotic,” says Paul S. Collier, 

J Foundation Director. “As a mat- 
I ter of fact, it is a disservice to the 
I war euort to negiect home up- 
| keep and improvement, particu- 
larly when this neglect runs coun-j 
I «er to such vital war measures 
I as fuel conservation. All Govern- j 
I ment agencies concerned arc sup- 
i porting the program designed to 
stop the waste of precious fuel 
through heat-leaking roofs, walls, 
windows and doors. 

"Also, new building in the form 
of a simple garage may help 
conserve rubber, without using 
critical materials. War food pro- 
duction requires additional stor-' 
age buildings, and lumber may be 
released for these purposes. The 
home owner now planning for a 
backyard Victory Garden next 
year may face the problem of 
providing a picket fence to pro- 
tect it. His local retail lumber 
dealer is the authority on avail- 
ability of the material and Gov- 
ernment requirements on supply.”

No one ever saw a string of 
loaded coal cars 3,365 miles long, 
even if some of the freights we 
wait for at crossings these days 
do seem to stretch out that far. 
Impossible as such a quantity of 
coal seems, it is the approximate 
amount which is wasted annually 
in the United States in heat loss 
through window openings unfitted 
with storm sash. 

In its 1940 survey, the Bureau 
of Census issued the figure of 
27,333,424 as the number o f 
houses in 39 states where the cli- 
mate makes double glazing neces 
sary for comfort. Multiplying 
this number of residences by five, 
the number of tons of coal used on 
the average in each dwelling an- 
nually. we obtain the figure of 
136,667,120 tons required to heat 
these homes. 

Reducing these astronomical 
figures to individual households, 
Mr. Edwards, President of the 
Basley Lumber Company, says 
that saving 25 per cent of one’s 
fuel consumption would amount to 
about two tons per family in New- 
ton. This appreciable saving will 
pay for a storm window program 
in four years or less, according 
to the dealer. 

"Of course, you can’t see the 
heat seeping out around your sin- 
gle glazed windows,” says Mr. Ed- 
wards, “but tests show that it is 
just as certainly lost. We know, 
too, that when the thermometer 
registers zero and the inside tem- 
perature is 70 degrees the room 
side of a single pane of glass is 
only 17 degrees and naturally 
acts as a cooling agent. Multiply 
this one instance by the number 
of window openings in your home, 
and you will easily understand 
why your furnace eats a lot of 
coal while your rooms remain 
drafty.” 

Mr. Edwards or one of his rep- 
resentatives will be glad to call 
at your home and give an estimate 
on fitting window areas with dou- 
ble glass insulation, and more fully 
explain the benefits derived from 
storm sash and doors.

Dimout Regulation 
Sot to Interfere 
M ith Holiday 
Church Services 

New England’s dimout regula- 
tions will not interfere with 
church services Christmas Eve or 
New Year’s Eve. United States Re. 
giomd Director Joseph M. Lough- 
iin said recently. 

^ New England’s Civilian Defense 
Chief asked, however, for the 
elimination of special lighting ef- 
fects used in churches to illumi- 
nate stained glass windows. 

Loughlin said: 

"There is no reason to believe 
'he dimout regulations now in ef- 
fect throughout New England will 
interfere with church services on 
Christmas Eve or New Year’s 
Eve. For that matter, I know of 
no reason why any night church 
services should not be held as 
usual in the dimout area. 

I should like, however, to have 
church authorities bear in mind 
'hat light emitted from stained 
glass windows should not be any 
more than that cast from the 
windows of a home where curtains 
are drawn three-fourths down. 
When the light is brighter on the 
stained glass windows, the light 
sources should be so shielded to 
give the same result as those in 
homes. 

"We are asking lor the elimina- 
'ion of special lighting effects 
used to illuminate stained glass 
windows in churches.”

There is no manpower shortage in the United States now. 
There still are enough men and women to fight the war at 
t lie front, in the factory, and on the farm. The trouble is 
that we are not using our manpower efficiently. 

The size of the country’s armed forces determines how 
many men and women must work behind the lines growing 
food, and making guns, tanks, planes and ships. 

On the home front the best possible use must be made of 
every worker, including women, negroes, youths, older work- 
ers, handicapped and minority groups.

. u. h as seniority end wage standards. 

Safeguards would be set up to protect employers from 
being saddled with inefficient employees. 

Policies would be adopted in regard to unions to protect 
them and their members if a union man is directed to work 
in a non-union shop; and to protect a non-union man if he is 
directed to work in a union shop. 

Every worker and employer would have the right of 
appeal. 

One agency would be designated which would have over- 
all supervision on the man-power problem — on the front, in 
the factory and on the farm.

Ask Increase In Wages 
For Library Janitors 


The Board of Trustees of the 
Newton Free Library have adopted 
a resolution asking that an in- 
crease in wages be granted the 
janitor force of the library depart- 
ment to bring the wage scale to 
the level of men doing similar work 
in other city departments, and 
have submitted same to the Board 
of Aldermen. The library trus- 
tees also forwarded to the Board 
of Aldermen a petition signed by 
the janitorial staff for the increase 
of the minimum wages to SI. 500 
per year and the maximum to 
•S1.800, stating that the present 
minimum and maximum wages are 
below the amounts paid janitors in 
other city departments. 

Janitors in the Library Depart- 
ment besides caring for the build- 
ings, also perform other duties in- 
cluding the driving of the depart- 
ment cars.

When I read in the paper that 
the Garden Club of Newton High- 
lands had requested Mayor Paul 
M. Goddard to have the fountain 
at the junction of Walnut and 
Forest sts. removed, I felt deeply 
distressed.

My home be- 
ing so near to it, I have always 
enjoyed it. I have lived here 45 
years, during all of which time 
I have been a property owner and 
taxpayer. I strongly consider the 
fountain an island of safety for 
adults and especially for small chil- 
dren going to and from schools. 

I drove around and investigated 
I he various scrap yards, which 1 
doubt if anyone who is requesting 
the scrapping of our fountain has 
done. I was informed that none 
of the scrap had been sent away. 
It has not even been sorted and 
made ready for emergency ship- 
ment. From my point of view, 
the materials already collected 
should be used before scrapping 
our fountain which has been an 
old landmark for so many years. 

1 drew up a petition reading as 
follows: “We, the undersigned 
property holders and residents 
of the City of Newton in the sec- 
tion of Forest and Walnut sts., 
wish to protest the removal of 
the fountain at the junction of 
Forest and Walnut sts. We con- 
sider it invaluable not only from 
the sentimental standpoint, hut 
as a safety island at a dangerous 
corner.” Forty-seven persons 
signed this, all being property 
owners and residents in sight of 
or very near to the fountain. 
There were two who after sign- 
ing it wished to be released from 
it. None of the forty-seven con- 
sidered it an eyesore. 

I do not consider myself a slack- 
er or unpatriotic. I have cleaned 
out attic, cellar, and kitchen of 
usable materials and continue to 
contribute pressed tins and tats. 
There have been 112 pairs of 
socks knitted and turned in from 
my home that our service men are 
wearing. 

Now in conclusion, if the iron 
in this fountain and the one on 
West Newton Hill at Chestnut and 
Valentine sts. is needed as scrap 
to help win this war, I do suy take 
it by all means, but from the 
viewpoint of an “eyesore”- "No.”

Accordingly, the 
City of Boston War Transpor- , 
tation Conservation Committee j 
urges that every person who can 
possibly do so should avoid travel- 
ing on the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way during the rush hours, es-

"This is a patriotic necessity. 

"Between 5 and 6 P.M. the El- 
evated now carries 130,000 passen- 
gers over Its entire system. All 
those who now ride unnecessarily 
in this hour are helping to create 
a serious transportation problem. 
They should make a determined 
effort to change their hours of 
travel. 

“Large groups of employees, in- 
cluding those working in retail 
stores, insurance companies and 
for the City of Boston and th 
Commonwealth of Mass., have al- 
ready co-operated in the stagger- 
ing of their working hours. Those 
employees, however, represent Jess 
than one-half of the number ac- 
tually using the downtown stations 
of the Elevated in this evening 
peak hour of riding.

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OIL RATIONING PLUS COMMON SENSE 

The only reason for rationing is obviously to distribute 
fairly and equitably the available amount of any commodity 
which is either limited or threatened by hoarding. Rules and 
regulations must necessarily be established. But sometimes 
the makers of the rules lose sight of the real purpose and are 
more concerned with bureaucratic power than with the 
solution of human needs. 

The primary object of fuel rationing is to provide warmth 
for every individual and to keep the industrial plants running. 

Many household oil rationings are inadequate for comfort 
and for health. As yet no local board has been permitted 
by the bureaucratic rules to say to Mr. X and family that 
they may close their house and move in with Mr. Y and 
family, and by pooling their oil coupons live in warmth. 
A simple illustration is that of two houses each rationed 
fifteen hundred gallons — but requiring two thousand. With 
one house closed there is a net saving of possibly one 
thousand gallons and both families are warm. Close friends 
and in-laws (not always synonymous) would cheerfully en 
dure the temporary disadvantages of communal living for 
the greater reward of adequate heat. Elementary arithme- 
tic discloses the hundreds of thousands — yes, millions — of gal- 
lons of fuel oil which would be freed for others and for in- 
dustry. Many have brought to our attention the inability 
of local boards to put into practice this common-sense solu- 
tion. Pressure is being exerted on the higher authorities,

An Emergency War Time Message to the 
People of Greater Boston 


Riding on tlie Boston Elevated Railway has 
increased drastically. The hail on the sale of gasoline 
to private motorists will add to an already acute pub- 
lic transportation problem. Accordingly, the City of 
Boston W ar Transportation Conservation Committee 
urges that every person who can possibly do so should 
avoid traveling on the Boston Elevated Railway sys- 
tem during the rush hours, especially between 5 p.m. 
and 6 p.m. 

This is a patriotic necessity . 

Between 5 p.m. ami 6 p.m. the Elevated now 
carries 130,000 passengers over its entire system. All 
those who now ride unnecessarily in this hour are 
helping to create a serious transportation problem. 
They should make a determined effort to change 
their hours of travel. 

_ Large groups of employees, including those 
working in the retail stores, insurance companies 
and for the City of Boston and the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, have already co-operated in the 
staggering of their working hours. These employees, 
however, represent less than one-half of the number 


actually using the downtown stations of the Elevated 
in this evening peak hour of riding. 

Here is the transportation problem in a nut- 
shell: On a recent representative day, 56,9.35 passen- 
gers entered the downtown stations of the Elevated 
from 5:00 p.m. to 6:00 p.m. Note the distribution 
from 4:00 p.m. to 7 :00 p.m.: 

From \ :00 P.M. to 5:00 P.M. 35,509 

From 5:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M. 56,955 

From 6:00 P.M. to 7:00 P.M. 27,753 

There is no more room for riders between 5 p.m. 
and 6 p.m. Yet, the number of passengers being car- 
ried on the Elevated is increasing daily because of 
the sharp trend away from private means of trans- 
portation. 

Remember, the Office of Defense Transportation 
in Washington warns that there is no additional 
equipment available. Thus, the problem is to 
spread the evening rush hour riding over a longer 
period to prevent riding conditions which may other- 
wise become intolerable.

Night Skating Is Prohibited At Three 
Skating Areas In The Newtons 


Action Made Necessary By Dim-Out Regulations a**d 
Inability To Secure Proper Lighting Devices — Post Guards 


Night skating on Bullough’s 
Pond, Ware’s Cove and Crystal 
Lake is prohibited this season, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
by Recreation Commissioner F.

Newton Man Gets 
Second Deeoration 


Mr. and Mrs. William J. McCar- 
thy of 61 Beaumont ave., Newton, 
have received word from the Navy 
Department that the Navy Cross 
i for “extraordinary heroism and 
conspicuous devotion to duty” had 
been awarded to their son, Captain 
Francis P. McCarthy, Newton Ma- 
rine flyer who was reported as 
missing in action in the Battle of 
Midway last June. 

| The citation reads as follows: 

For extraordinary heroism and 
conspicuous devotion to duty as a 
section leader in Marine Fighting 
Squadron . . in action against en- 
emy Japanese forces during the 
Battle of Midway, June 4, 1942. 
Leading his section in a dauntless 
and aggressive attack against a 
vastly superior number of Japa- 
nese bomber and fighter planes, 
Capt. McCarthy aided in disrupt- 
ing the plans of the enemy and 
lessening the effectiveness of their 
attack thereby contributing ma- 
terially to the success of our 
forces. He displayed the charac- 
teristics of a fine leader and excel- 
lent airman, in keeping with the 
highest traditions of the United 
States Naval Service.” 

This is the second decoration 
awarded Captain McCarthy for he- 
roic action. He was presented ear- 
ly in May with the Navy Flying 
Cross for his part in shooting down 
a four motored enemy bomber in 
the Pacific. At that time he was 
a lieutenant and was shortly after- 
ward promoted to captain. 

Captain McCarthy was gradu- 
ated from the Newton High School 
where he was a member of the 
football team and while a student 
at Wake Forest College. North 
Carolina, had a brilliant grid 
career. He entered the Marine 
Corps Flying School in 1939 and 
after completing the course was 
sent to Pensacola, Florida. The 
following year he was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant as fight- 
ing plane pilot and was sent to 
San Diego. He was stationed at 
Midway on Dec. 7. 1941 when 
Pearl Harbor was attacked.

Survivors in lifeboats in peacetime or wartime are mrro 
concerned with manning the oars and pumps than with aca- 
demic discussions of the cause of their predicament and who 
was at fault. Bui if food and water are low and meagerly 
rationed the wrath of the survivors is quickly and effectively I 
evident to that culprit and traitor who steals. Why, then, the 
complacency of many in a situation exactly comparable? 

Gasoline is being rationed under equitable rules, but there I 
are those who reportedly violate the trust reposed in them, j 
hinder the war effort and are as guilty of treachery to their 
fellow-citizens as is he who steals the fresh water in a life- 
boat.

The home front needs to be awakened. Long ago the war 
ceased to be a phony one. Social life and business life are 
no longer as usual. Peacetime niceties and “cleverness” 
are out — or we all will be gasping in the lifeboats with 
parched throats, even those who steal for momentary relief.

The Republicans 
won 103 of their 209 seats in the 
Middle-West. Again, it is impor- 
tant to note that the G. O. P. 
polled a larger combined popular 
vote in the Congressional contests 
throughout the country than the 
Democrats for the first time in 
14 years. The G. O. P. polled 
14,217,320 votes for Congress and 
the Democrats polled only 13,331,- 
245 votes. On a percentage basis, 
that is 50.6 per cent against 47.4 
per cent. Minor party figures are 
not included here. The com- 
bined total, 28,111,583, including 
all minor parties, was the small- 
est vote in any national election 
in 22 years. The most important 
point of all is that the Republi- 
cans had pluralities in the House 
voting in 27 states which will have 
344 electoral votes in the 1944 
Presidential race as compared 
with Democratic pluralities in 21 
states which have 187 electoral 
votes. On this basis, the Republi- 
cans would have 78 votes more 
than the necessa: v majoritv 
1944.

To be sure, 
the Boston papers normally print 
roll-calls on vital bills, but even 
these are not always displayed 
prominently. The bulk of the reg- 
ular roll-calls receive scant at- 
tention in the press.
